Learning centers 
meet special needs 
of student-athletes

Academic advising and learning 
centers are useful enterprises de- 
signed to assist college students 
who need help grasping the intri 
cacies of difficult topics such as 
advanced microbiology or statis- 
tics. 

They also exist to help students 
select courses that will keep them 
on a degree track in their chosen 
field of study, to aid students in 
finding suitable career paths and 
to help them sharpen their job 
interviewing skills. 

Similar centers exist on many 
campuses for student athletes only, 
and their spoken missions arc the 
same. But because nonathletes 



are not allowed to use their ser- 
vices, a perception sometimes de 
velops that their true mission is 
something different; to keep stu- 
dent-athletes eligible for the play- 
ing roster rather than help them 
obtain the necessary tools to land 
on the employment roster. 

Officials of student-athlete ad- 
vising and learning centers say the 
image generally is not deserved. 
Student-athletes have special needs 
that arc quite different from those 
ol the student body at large, they 
say, and special attention is the 
most effective way to meet that 
need. Also, they argue that student- 
athletes have much less free time 
to wait for a computer or a tutor to

that a student athlete earn at least 
75 percent of the minimum satis- 
factory credit hours during the 
regular academic year. The rule 
was adopted at the 1992 NCAA 
Convention and became effective 
August 1, 1992. 

The rule is designed to empha 
.size academic achievement during 
the regular academic year and will 



place less emphasis on summer 
school as a panacea for academic 
eligibility. 

The new tracking form is ex 
pected to be available upon request 
from the NCAA compliance ser- 
vices staff sometime this spring. 
Currently, a prototype is being 
tested to determine whether it ac 
curately computes the conecl in 



formation. 

"This (form) is a way for the 
institution to better ensure that 
the process it uses to certify its 
student-athletes is complete," said 
N. Bea Pray, an NCAA compliance 
representative. 

"It's a re.source tool for the certi-

Members to respond 
to proposed plan 

A detailed description of the NCAA 
Executive Committee's proposal to 
enhance the Association's championships 
program has been mailed to the Division 
I membership. An April 1 deadline has 



been set for responses. 

Divisions II and III members discussed 
the plan at the (Convention. 

The Executive Committee has pro- 
posed extensive changes in the program. 
The plan would base field sizes on spon- 
sorship and would deemphasizc the rev- 
enue potential of a championship. Per 
diem, traveling parties and committee 
structure also would be affected. 

After reviewing the response from the 
membership, the Executive Committee 
hopes to approve a final plan at its May 
meeting.

Blood-borne treatment 
guidelines mailed 

Guidelines for treating blood on uni- 
forms and equipment were mailed to ath- 
letics directors and trainers at NCAA 
member institutions in December. 

The guidelines, which were developed 
by the Committee on (Competitive 
Safeguards and Medical Aspects of 
Sports, represent the latest in a series of 
efforts dating back to 1988 to provide 
guidance to the membership on the issue 
of blood-borne pathogens.

Loss of Federal ftinds 
cuts Extended NYSP 



The National Youth Spons Pro- 
gram Committee will eliminate 
Kxtcndcd NY.SP as a result of a 
.$2.5 million cut in Federal funds 
for fiscal \993. 

The committee, which met Jan 
iiary %!y in Key West, Florida, de- 
termined that it preferred 
eliminating the extended program, 
whic h is < oiuhiclrcl (luring the- 
school year, rather than risk com- 
promising the quality of the 
summer program. 

The committee al.so discussed 
the development of the NYSP work- 
shop, which will be held January 

Al least one representative from 
eat h ol the 17'? institutions that 
will host NY.Sl' this summer will be 
represented at the workshop. 
Those representatives will be able 
to receive hands on computer tr-aiii- 
ing that will allow them to complete 
re(|uired report forms faster and 
more a< ( uialrly, providing more 



time to work directly with youths. 
I he committee also identified com 
mon areas of inconsistency and 
discussed ways to improve them 
with new technology. 

In other action, the committee: 

■ Reviewed the 1991 NYSP au 
dit findings and determined the 
need to involve community action 
agencies in the recruitment and 
selection of program participants. 
.Specific information relating to 
the coniinuiiity-at lion agencies will 
he presented at the workshop. 

■ Expressed its determinatirjn 
to continue its associations with 
the Professional (iolfcrs Associa 
tion, the United States Tennis As 
sot iation and USA Today. 

■ Expressed its desire to ex- 
pand its relationship with the De- 
partment of Energy to provide 
additional math/science programs 
to participating institutions.

Team passes 
road tests 



1 he Nonheasi Louisiana University wom- 
en's basketball team passed eveiy lest during 
a recent road trip to Dallas, which could 
have been dubbed as a course in "Survival 
101." 

Wlien the team left Monroe, Louisiana, 
for Dallas, Interstate 20 was closed to traffic 
because a transport truck carrying 12 Hawk 
missiles had jumped the median, gone 
across a ditch and crashed into the carjjoil 
of a house. 

Then, afler arriving in Dallas, the team 
endured two days of freezing rain, whic)i 
contributed to 260 automobile accidents in 
and around the city. Finally, the team was 
awakened around 4:30 a.m. because of a 
fire in an ice machine at the Holiday Inn in 
Arlington, Texas. 

"All of those things had to he mental 
distractions," Notthea.st Louisiana coach 
Roger Stockton said. "It's a credit to our 
young ladies that we played as well as we 
did. I'm just glad the fire wasn't any more 
serious than it was." 

Despite the trials and tribulations, the 
Lady Indians won their two games, defeat- 
ing the LIniversity of North Texas and the 
University of Texas at Arlington. 

Little-known winner 

Dick Baldwin, men's basketball coach at 
State LIniversity ol New York at Binghamton, 
ranks among ihe game's big winners, hut 
coaching at small institutions has limited 
his national exposure. 

Baldwin, who is one of the nation's 
olciest active basketball coaches at 71, is a 
legend in his own right. Baldwin recently 
registered his 900th college vie lory, although 
most of those victories came during 40 
years at Broome Commimity College in 
Binghamton, New York.

The number of legislative proposals 
acted upon at any NC^AA Convention 
did not reach 100 until the 67th annual 
Convention, Chicago, 1973. The total 
at that Convention was 121; the pre- 
vious high had been 93 the year be- 
fore. Except for special Conventions, 
the total has iievei been lielow 100 
since. It took only three more years to 
go past 200 — the total reached 257 
(still the all time high) at the 1976 an- 
nual f 'onvention in Sl Louis and 
stayed over 200 at 205 the next year in 
Miami Beach, Florida. More recently, 
the total has hit 200 or more just twice 
(1984 and 1988) and was 159 last year 
in Anaheim, California.

Football coaches support 
providing pay to players 



A survey of .51 NCAA Division 
LA football coaches and assistants 
t evcaled that 7 1 percent think play- 
ers should he provided some form 
of monthly payment. 

I he survey by The Atlanta Jour- 
nal-(;oiistitution was conducted 
January 4 at the American Football 
C^oaches Association convention 
in Atlanta and included respond- 
ents from nearly half of the 107 
I-A schools. 

In other siiivey highlights: 

■ Sixty-one pen ent of coaches 
surveyed said they would like to 
see a multiteam playoff for the 
national title. 

■ Sixty-nine percent would sup- 
port a system that would allow 
underclassmen to enter the NFL 
draft with the option of returning 
to school. 

■ Thiny-one percent said the 
pressure to win oi be fired remains 
the No. 1 problem in college foot- 
ball, while 26 percent listed the 
growing movement toward gender 
equity in athletics. 

l he coaches admit the odds of 
their wishes coming true on these 
issues are slim. 

"Nothing is going to happen in 
my lifetime, hut there should be 



some kind of monthly payment," 
Arkansas State University coach 
Ray Perkins said. 

"For one, that would help cut 
the cheating. And at least in the 
Southeast, which I'm most familiar 
with, 40 to 45 percent of the foot- 
ball and basketball players ccmie 
from families that aren't able to 
help them financially." 

Despite calls by (ollege presi- 
dents for greater integtily in inter- 
collegiate athletics, the pressure to 
win or be fired is still too great, 
coaches said. 

"The hy])ocrisy that exists 
showed up again when a guy like 
Larry Smith (University of South- 
ern California) gets fired," Univer- 
sity of Colorado, Boulder, coach 
Bill McCartney said. "It proves 
that graduation rates are only a 
factor if you re winning. His win- 
loss record maybe wasn't up to 
standards, but the graduation rate 
of his fotMball players is up, and he 
stayed within the rules. But yrju 
don't hear anything about that." 

Almost half of the coaches sur- 
veyed felt that incidents involving 
former players who tape recorded 
conversations with coaches and 
later alleged vicilations of NCAA 
rules were isolated cases, rather 
than pan of a trend.

Gambling problem 
is a sure thing

COUNCIL ON COMPULSIVE GAMBLING OF NEW JERSEY 

Do you think drugs and alcohol are prob- 
If ins at your college? They probably are. 

TVierc is also the addiction no one thinks 
about — the one you can't see or smell: com- 
pulsive gambling. It has become the addic- 
tion of the '90s. As executive director of the 
(Council on Compulsive (Gambling oi New 
Jersey, Inc., I know. I've spoken in mote 
than 100 high schools and colleges in New 
Yoik, Newjersey and Pennsylvania. 

The council has done a survey of students 
at rcpi esetitative schools. Out of more than 
5,000 students suiYcyed, 90 percent told us 
they had gambled in the last year, 30 per- 
( ent said they gambled at least once a week, 
and more than seven perc ent answered 
"yes" to enough questions to indicate that 
the y already are coinpulsive gambleis. 

Ill the last few years, many colleges and 
high s( hools have had problems with gam- 
bling. Investigations and "busts" have been 
reported in newspapers from USA Today to 
\ he New York Times to the local weekly. 
But this is just a small portion of what's 
really going on today. 

The (Council administers 1-800- 
(iAMBLKR, a national ciisis hoUine. Over 
the last five years, 10 percent of our calls 
have come from people under 21 years old. 

They are people like "Eiic," who related a 
story of when he was in high school. Eric 
was a basketball star, and needed money, so 
one night F.ric bet on the other team and 
shaved points. 

I've had two ex-college basketball players 
lell ine about the points they shaved, includ- 
ing a college player who shaved points to 
help his brother in law, a compulsive 
gamblei. 

Just a few weeks ago, I received a call 
from the mother of a 22-year-old compul- 
sive gamblci. Her son already had lost 
$25,000 and was kicked out of college be 
cause he was running a betting ring at 
school. He didn't learn by the devastation a 
gambling addic tion had on one of his 
friends, who had to leave college because 
he gambled away the money his dad had 
j)ut into an at ( ount earmarked for his col 
lege educ ation. 

Five years ago, I took a call on the 1-800-

No win is ever big enough

Kor millions of people, ^rambling 
offers a haniilcss and entertaining 
diversion from everyday life. Whether 
playing hingo or baccarat, these people 
are pailicipatiiig in a legitimate and 
time-honored recreational activity by 
taking a chance on an unpredictalile 
event in the hope of winning. 

P'or others, however, the simple act 
of plac ing a bet is a vastly different 
experience. Wtiat seems a moment ol 
elation or excitement for some 
gamblers is in reality a moment of 
overwhelming compulsion — a mo 
ment in whii h these people have lost 
the ability to ( ontrol their gambling 
behavior. These individuals cannot 
resist the impulse to gamble. T hey are 
compulsive (pathological) gamblers. 

The social (nonpathological) 
gambler differs from tlic compulsive 
gambler hi tliat he or she can quit 
gambling any time, win or lose. This 
seems due to three factors: (1) There 
is no self-esteem tied into winning or 
losing; (2) other aspects of their lives 
are more important and rewarding; 
and (3) they rarely have a l)ig win. 

Compulsive gamblers exliibit a 
preoccupation with gambling. They 
have no hobbies, or only those con- 
nected to gambling. Honeymoons or 
family vacations are planned where 
gambling is available. Alienatifni from 
ft iends and family occurs because the 
compulsive gambler becomes easily 
bored in social situations and prefers 
to socialize with people who have a 
gambling lifestyle. 

Always optimistic 

Abundant energy and unreasonable 
optimism are common traits of ( om- 
pulsive gamblers. They are chai a< lei- 
islically risk takers, espei ially in 
financial ventures. I hey bet <jme rest- 
less and irritable when not gambling 
ancf will try to avoid conflict bv Iviug, 
distorting or exaggerating. They will 
Ijecome hypercritical and often will 
blame others for gambling losses and 
will brag al)oul winnings, minimize 
losses, increase the amounts wagered, 
and become remorseful over losses. 

('.Cdiipulsive gamblers will bet until 
nothing is left; savings, family assets, 
personal belongings — anything of 
value that may be pawned, sold or 
l)oiTowed against. 

They will borrow from coworkers, 
credit unions, family and friends but 
will rarely admit that it is for gambling. 

1 hey may take personal loans, write 
bad chec ks and ultimately reach and 
pass the point of bankruptcy. 

Unlike alcoholics, who know that 
what they take goes into a bottle and is 
lost, compulsive gamblers believe that 
ihey are boiTowing and will replace 
what has been taken — after a "big 
will." However, nr> win is ever "big" 
enough. 

In desperation, compulsive gam- 
blers may [)ani( and often will turn to 
illegal activities to support their addic- 
tion.

What they do: Compulsive gamblers fail to resist impulses to gamble, 
and their gambling behaviot ( ompromiscs, disrupts or damages personal, 
family or vocational pursuits. 

Common memory: (Compulsive gamblers frequently can recall a 
single episode known as " the Rig Win." 

Why it happens: The euphoiia associated with compulsive gambling 
is related to endogenous endorphin release — chemicals released within 
the body that have a morphine-like, pain relieving effect. Many factors 
fouricl in chemical addiction, including withdrawal symptoms, also can be 
found in the compulsive gambler. 

Coaddictions: In a survey of New Jersey treatment centers, 28 percent 
of patients receiving inpatient treatment and 22 percent in outpatient 
treatment for chemical dependency were diagnosed as have gambling as 
a coaddictifjn. In cases where there is a clear pattern of dual addit lion, 
relapse may result unless both addictions are treated. 

How others see them: Compulsive gamblers appear to be successf ul 
and strong-willed. They will do whatever is necessary to continue to 
survive and (onvince those around them that they are noniial. They 
usually a|)pear to be exemplary and dedicated employees.

The nation's two largest regional 
cable sports programmers will 
joindy produce two national sports 
chatinels, including one with 24- 
hour sports news. 

The venture announced January 
10 combines Prime Network, 
owned by Affiliated Regional Com 
munications Ltd. of Dallas, and 
SportsChannel America, chiefly 
owned by NBC. 

The resulting Prime Sportst^han- 
nel Networks initially will reach 
about 41 million cable subscribers, 
according to The Associated Press. 

SportsChannel America, a re- 
gional programmer, will be 
changed by the end of the year 
into a round-the-clock sports news 
channel and occasionally will fea 
ture events. Prime Network will 
carry live and taped sports events. 

"We think we can develop sports 



news that the person who enjoys 
sports will want to see every night," 
said Jim Dolan, president and chief 
executive of Rainbow Program- 
ming, managing partner in the 
new venture. "We will be wherever 
sports news occurs." 

The 24-hour sports news chan- 
nel will draw on the resources of 
regional sports affiliates, which 
are mostly in markets where there 
are professional teams, and NBC. 

"There's an enormous amount 
of sports product available," said 
Tom Rogers, president of NBC's 
cable and business development 
division. 

Prime's affiliates, which reach 
26 million subscribers, include 
Home Sports Entertaintnent in 
Texas, the Sunshine Network in 
Florida, PSN Upper Midwest in 
Minnesota and Home Team Sports 



in the Washington, D.C;., area, and 
several others. 

SportsChannel America's affil 
iates reach 18 million subscribers 
in the East, Illinois and a portion 
of the West Coast 

ESPN, a C:apital Cities/ABC Inc. 
property that dominates cable 
sports programming, reaches 
about 60 million subscribers. 

Prime SportsChannel Networks 
hopes to expand from its present 
affiliate base to cable operators in 
all 50 states. 

The new venture will not change 
programming originated by any of 
the regional affiliates.

new venture, which will be based 
in Woodbury, New York.

Tlif NCAA (lommittec on Infractions has placed the athletics 
program at Winston-Saleni Slate University on probation for three 
years for violations of NCAA legislation involving the participation 
of ineligible student athletes in several sports and the provision of 
extra benefits to football student athletes. 

The sanctions imposed by the coiinnittee include: 

■ Elimination of postseason competition in football for the 1993 
season. 

■ A requirement to vacate from the records the institution's 
standings in the 1990 and 1991 NCAA Division II Wrestling (;ham- 
pionships. 

■ A requirement to strike from the records of the 1990 N(;AA 
Division II Wresding Championships the individual points and 
standing of a student athlete who competed while ineligible. 

I'he committee also instructed the university to develop and 
implement a comprehensive educatiorial program to instruct coaches, 
athletics department personnel and university administrators, in 
eluding the chancellor, about NCAA legislation. 

The committee said that this case involved a scries of violations 
resulting from a "serious lack of institutional control and lack of 
knowledge of NCAA legislation. 

"It was evident during the infractions hearing and the itivestigalion 
of this case," the committee said, "that the university inaiiiiained no, 
or at best very minimal, records of participation and eligibility of 
einolled student-athletes." 

Among the violatifjns found by the committee are the following: 

■ The university's chancellor authc>iized the use of funds from a 
chancellor's discretionary fund that subsequently were used to 
provide extra benefits in the form of summer housing and the rental 
of furniture for several football student-athletes. 

■ The chancellor authorized to a football student athlete a loan 
not generally available to all students. 



■ Two student athletes were pennitted to compete during their 
initial years of eligibility even though neither qualified under NCAA 
initial-eligibility legi.slalion. 

■ Several student-athletes were permitted to practice and partici- 
pate, even though the university had no high school transcripts or 
NCAA 48-C certification tonus on file to verify their initial eligibility. 

The committee detennined that the violations, while somewhat 
limited in scope, were major "because of the direct involvement of 
the university administration and the inadequate exercise of appro 
priate institutional control in all areas of supervision of the 
intercollegiate athletics program." 

The committee's findings normally would subject the institution to 
minimum penalties prescribed by the NC^AA membership for major 
violations. These penalties include: a two year probationary period; 
elimination of expense-paid recruiting visits for one year; elimination 
of off-campus recruiting for one year; possible termination of the 
cinploymcnt of all staR nicmbers who condoned the violations, and 
the loss of postseason competition and television opportunities for 
one year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given the committee the 
authotity trj impose lesser penalties if it determines that the ca.se is 
"unique." The committee, acknowledging the cooperation of the 
university in this case, concluded the full range of penalties was not 
wananied because the university: 

■ E.stablished the position of director of athletics with no 
coaching responsibiliry. 

■ Reorganized its development fund procedures to provide more 
adequate oversight of the disliibution of discretionary funds. 

■ Significantly reorganized the admissions and financial aid 
office to monitor the enrollment of student athletes and the awarding 
of f inancial aid.

t his case iiivolvt d a vncs of violations 
ili.ll arose as tlie result ol ,i sciious laik ol 
inslilijtional control and lack ol knowlecige 
ol NCAA le^rislatiori. Iliesf violations in- 
volvftl int-ligihle student-atliletts paitii ijiat- 
irig in several sports and the provision of 
extra benefits by the university administra- 
tion to football studeni-attiletcs. It was 
rvifleni during the infractitins liraring and 
the investigation of tins i ase lhal the uni- 
versity niaintaiiR'd no rei oids, or at best 
very iTiinirnal i t rords, of participation arul 
elipbility of enrolled student-athletes. While 
somewhat limited in scope, these violations 
have been found to be major bet <uise of the 
direrl involvement of the university admin- 
istration and tlie inadequate exercise of 
appropriate institutional control in all areas 
of sijpeivision of the intercollegiate athletics 
program. 

In September and (October 1988, the 
eiiforcemeni staff was contacted liy an 
individual who reported specific informa- 
tion regarding possible violations of NCIAA 
legislation involving tfie provision of ort- 
rampus housing to student-athletes in the 
tiiiivcrsily's football program, t his individ- 
tial was interviewed in person by the stall in 
]aniiai y 1980 and, subsequent to the teceipt 
of inlormation from that interview, the 
NCAA staff initiated a preliminary inquiry 
focusing on the football program at the 
university. The initial inquiry with the 
university included sevei.il on- and off- 
campus interviews in August 1989. On .Sep- 
tember 1, 1989, a letter of preliminary 
inquiry was sent to tlie university's chancel 
lor. 

The stall conducted on-cauipus interviews 
with individuals, including the head football 
coach, several enrolled and former football 
student athletes, the university's chancellor, 
a university residence hall supervisor and 
various university administrative personnel. 

Oil November 28, 1989, a letter from the 
staff re()uesting lurlher information re- 
garding possible violations of NCAA legis- 
lation was sent to the director ol athletics. 
The university responded in writing to ttie 
enforcement staff Ianu3i7 26, 1990. On 
Fcbru.iry 19, 1990. the staff requestetl ad- 
ditional information, and the university re- 
sponded March 15. HMM) Due to apparent 
conflicts in the information collected by the 
enforcement staff anfl the university, the 
staff could not substaiUi ally corroborate 
the information initially reported by the

1 onf idenlial source. The remaining infor- 
mation was not sufficient to suppoil alleg- 
ing violations of NC:AA legislation. On June 
14.1 990. upon review by tile NC:AA Com 
mittee on Infractions, the preliminary case 
was closed pursuant to Bylaw 32.3.12, and 
on July 17, 1990, the chancellor of the 
university was notified of this aclion. 

On October 18, 1990. the stall received a 
telephone call from the involved university 
residence hall supervisor, who was no 
longer an employee of the university. This 
individual informed the slaiV that he had 
piovided false and misleading information 



in interviews conducted in August and 
September 1989, and that he wished lo 
repoit truthful information. At .ipproxi- 
inately the same time, the Nonh C;arolina 
State Auditor's office began an investi- 
gation into allegations that the chancellor 
had made available discretionary funds to 
in athletics depailment employee so that 
the employee could rent apaninents and 
furniture for football student-athletes during 
the 1988 siiminei-school session. The NCAA 
enforcement staff decided not to pursue 
this new infoniiatic>n until the state auditor's 
office had completed its review of these 



allegations. 

On April 30, 1 991 . when the state auditor's 
report was nearly completed, the enforce- 
ment stall resumed collet ling information 
and conducted numerous on-campus inter- 
views regarding the university's intercolle- 
gi.ite football program. On MayO, 1991, the 
staff foiwardcd another letter of prcliminai7 
inquiry lo the chancellor. The state auditor's 
lepon was issued in July 1991 and included 
the chancellor's response to the auditor's 
repent. 

In January 1992, the NCAA eligibility 



staff received an inquiry from a nivisir>n I 
institution regarding eligibility questions 
with regard to one of its wrestling student- 
athletes who had transferred from Winston- 
Salem to the inquiring Division I institution. 
These questions concerned the initial eligi- 
bility of the young man upon cnrollincni at 
Winston-Salem. 

As a result of the information developed 
by the eligibility staff, the enforcement staff 
wrote the university May 5. 1 992, requesting

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Ashland men's basketball team put on probation 



The NCAA Committee on Infractions has placed the athletics 
pro-am at Ashland University on probation for two years for viola- 
tions of NCAA legislation in the sport of men's basketball. The 
sanctions imposed by the committee include the following: 

■ A limit of five expense-paid recruiting visits in men's basketball 
during the 1993 calendar year. 

■ A limit of 10 equivalency grants-in-aid in men's basketball 
during the 1993-94 academic year. 

The committee termed this a major infractions case, but noted the 
limited nature of the violatir)ns. Those violations, the committee 
found, included the following actioris by a representative of the 
university's athletics interests: 

■ Payment of excessive wages to a student-athlete. 

■ The provision of extra benefits to student-athletes in the form 
of automobile transportation. 

■ I m perm i ss ihl e co n ( art s . 

■ The provision of extra benefits in the fomi of a cash gift to a 
student-athlete. 

The committee also found that a prospective student-athlete was 
provided an improper inducement by being permitted to live in a 
university dormitory and to eat meals in a campus dining facility, and 
( harge both of these costs to his university account; these charges 
never were reniittcd to the university. Also, an assistant coach assisted 
a prospect in obtaining documents used to acquire in-state resident 
status at another state institutiori. 

In addition, the committee found that a former assistant men's 
basketball coach, now at another NCAA institution, provided false 
and misleading information to the NCAA enforcement staff and to 
Ashland University. As a result, the involved individual's current 
institution shall be required to show cause why it should not be 
subject to penalties if it fails to impose the following restrictions on 
this individual until December 31, 1993: no off-campus recruiting; 
no involvement in ihe entertainment or housing of prospective 
student-athletes, and no involvement in a summer jobs program for 



student-athletes. 

Also, if the former assistant coach seeks employment as an 
athletics depaiiment staff member ai another N{]AA member 
institution during the next three years, he and the involved institution 
will he asked to appear before the (Committee C)n Infractions; the 
committee at that point will consider whether t hai member institution 
should be subject to the show-cause procedures of NCAA legislation. 
Those procedures could limit that coach's athletically related duties 
at the new institution for a designated period. 

Because the committee found that major violations of NCAA 
legislation occuned at Ashland, the findings nonnally would subject 
the instillation to minimum penalties prescribed by the N(^AA 
membership for major violations. These penalties include: a rwo- 
year probationary period, elimination of expense-paid recruiting 
visits for one year, elimination of off-campus recruiting for one year, 
possible termination of the employment of all staff members who 
condoned the violations, and the loss of postseason competition and 
television opportunities for one year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given the committee the 
authority to impose lesser penalties if it deiennines that the case is 
"unique." The committee concluded that this case was unique 
because of the following mitigating factors: 

■ The number and types of violations that occurred. 

■ The fact that a number of the violations occurred as a result of 
the acts of one representative of the university's athletics interests, 
without the knowledge of the university. 

■ The university's cooperation in this case. 

■ The initiation of appropriate disciplinary and corrective 
actions. 

■ The establishment of administrative procedures designed to 
ensure that the institution will comply with the principles of 
institutional control and rules compliance. 

*'But for these actions by the university," the committee said, "ihe 
penalties imposed would have been more severe."

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Probation given to Middle Tennessee State 



The NCAA Committee on Infractions has placed the athletics 
program at Middle Tennessee State University oti probation for two 
years lor violations of NCAA legislation in men's basketball. The 
sanctions imposed by the committee include: 

■ Ineligibility for postseason competition in men's basketball 
following the cunent season. 

■ A limitation to one staff member who may recruit off campus 
during the 199'^ calendar year. 

■ A reduction in the number of cxpcnsc-paid visits from 13 to 12 
for both the 1993 and 1994 calendar years. 

■ A reduction of financial aid awards from 14 to 12 during the 
1992-93 academic year and from 13 to 12 during the 199.3-94 
academic year. 

In addition, the university will be precluded from receiving its 
share of the 1993 basketball "revenue pool." 

The committee said the violations acknowledged by the university 
and various student-athletes in< luded: the provision of recruiting 
inducements in the form of spoils apparel, travel subsidies, cost-free 
enrollment, and campus housing and meals. Student athletes were 
provided extra benefits in the form of cost-free transponation, cash 
and sports apparel not incidental to their participation on the team. 

rhe committee also found that the former head coach involved in 
this case knowingly operated the men's basketball program contrary 
to NCAA rules, and provided false and misleading information 
concerning his involvement in and knowledge of the violatic>ns in 
this case. The commitiee said that he violated the principles of ethical 
conduct by cncouragiiig several student-athletes to provide false and 
misleading information regarding the case. The committee also 
found the former assistaiu men's basketball coach violated ethical 
conduct legislation for his provision of misleading information to 
the NCAA enforcement staff and the university. 

The conuniltce's findings normally would subject the institution to 
minimum penalties prescribed by the NCAA membership for major 
violations. These penalties include; a two-year probationary period, 
elmunation of expense-paid recruiting visits for one year, elimination 



of off-campus recruiting for one year, possible termination of the 
employment of all staff members who condoned the violations, and 
the loss of postseason competition and television opportunities for 
one year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given the committee the 
authority to impose lesser penalties if it determines that the case is 
unique. The committee concluded that this case was unique because 
the university; 

■ Took immediate and sustained efforts to determine whether 
the allegations were true. 

■ Instituted additional checks and balances designed to strengthen 
institutional control over its athletics program. 

■ Imposed immediate and meaningful penalties by taking them- 
selves out of postseason cornpetition for a year, reducing grants-in- 
aid for a two-year period, limiting expense-paid visits and limiting the 
number of coaches permitted to recruit off campus. 

In addition, the fomier head men's basketball coach and others 
involved are no longeron the staff. " These measures," the committee 
said, "all appear to l>e directly responsive to the need to strengthen 
rules compliance by changing the institution's attitude toward NCAA 
rules, and by an attempt to couruerbalance the competitive advantages 
received as a result of the violations." 

The university's response to the allegations was given "significant 
weight" in imposing penalties, the committee said. "FLid Middle 
Tetincssee State not taken such sustained actions," the committee 
said, "the penalties would have been more severe." 

In addition, if the former head coach seeks employment as an 
athletics department staff member at an NCAA member institution 
during the five-year period from January 7, 1993, to January 7, 1998, 
he and the involved institution will be asked to appear before the 
C-ommitiee on Infractions; the committee at that point will consider 
whether that member institution should be subject to the show-cause 
procedures of NCAA legislation. Those procedures could limit that 
coach's athletically related duties at the new institution for a 
designated period. 



I. Introduction. 

During the iail of I'JH'J, several souices 
i.oiilacled the eiilorceiiient slalT and re- 
ported infoniiation aboiil possil^le violations 
of NCiAA le^slation emanating from the 
operaiioti of the boys' fiasketball program 
tit a liigli St fiool in Atlanta.

In May 1990. a former Middle 
rrniH ssee State L'niversity men's basketball 
sludfiil-iillilcli- who had In ru recruited 
trom the Atlanta high S( hc»ol was inter- 
viewed and leported substantial informa- 
tion about pf)ssible violations of NCAA 
legislation related to his rect nitment hy the 
iniiversity and, later, polriilial vie )l,il ions 
related to his enrollment at the inslttiHion. 

I he enlorcement stall Continued its in- 
vestigation, including on-campus inteiviews, 
into the operation of the university's men's 
liasketball program. During these interviews, 
the basketball student-athletes denied thai 
violations of NCAA legislation oteurred 
willui) the university's basketball program. 
Alter these inteiviews, the director of athlet- 
ics conducted additional meetings with 
each sliident-athlete, first alone and then 
with the university's president. After these 
meetings, the direc tor of athletit s met witli 
tlie newly hired head men's basketball 
KKu li and the commissioner of the Ohio 
Valley (.onfciciic.e, iiinf expiessed bis ()pin- 
ion that the information [provided Ijy the 
youiig iiu-u was implausible.

For the reasons set forth in l^in I of this 
report, the Committee on Infrarlions found 
that this case involved several major viola 
lions of NCAA legislation that occurred 
after Seplember 1. 198.1 NCAA Bylaw 
194.2.2, as adopted by the Association's 
membership, rei^iiiies piesriihed minimum 
penalties, "subject lo exceptions authorized 
by the (Committee on Infractions in unique 
cases on Ihe basis of specifically stated 
reasons," tliat include: (a) a two year proba 
lionary period (including a periodic, in 
perscjn nionilorlng system and written insti- 
lulioii.ll reports); (b) the eliminatitjii ol all 
expe nse-paid recruiting visits to the inslitu- 
lion in the involved spoil f or one recruiting 
year; (c) a tec|uiiemenl lhat all coaching 
staff iiieinbeib in the sport be profiibited 
from engaging in any off-campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting year; (d) a 
rec)iiirement that all institutional staff 
members determined by the Committee on 
Infractions knowingly to have engaged in 
or condoned a major violation be subject 
either to termination of employment, sus 
pension without pay for at least one year or 
reassignment of duties within the inslitution 
to a pcjsition that does not include ccjntaci

dent athlete. In this letter, the stall indicated 
to the universily thai the information con 
cerning Ihe sludent-athlete would be pro- 
cessed with other information involving 
the ongoing investigation. I he insdtution 
submitted its response lo the May 5 letter 
June 18, 1992 After reviewing the universi- 
ty's response and the previocis information 
developed by the staff roncerning the foot 
ball program, a Ie;-ner of ofllcial incjuiry was 
forwarded to the chancellor July 17, 1992. 

On September 23, 1 992, the enforceineni 
stafi met with institutional repicsentalives 
on the university's c.impus to allow the 
institution to review all memorandums and 
tapes of rec orded inleiviews condtirled by 
the staff that the enforcement staff intended 
lo use to support allegations outlined in Ihe 
university's letter cjf official inquiry. 

The university requested and was grained 
additional time to submit its response 1 he 
institution's response was lee eived on Oc- 
tobei 1.1. 1992, and Oe lober 28, 1992. 3 
prehearing conference was held with uni- 
versily representatives. Fhe hearing before 
Ihe Committee on Infractions was held 
November 14, 1992. In summary, the coiii- 
miltee found, and the university agreed, 
that ihe following violations occurred: 

■ The inslilulion violated the principles 
of institutional control when the university's 
chantellor authorized Ihe use of funds 
from .1 chancellor's diseielionary fund lhal 
subseciuendy were used to provide extra 
benefits in the form of summer housing 
and the rent.il of furniture for several 
lootball sludeiil-alhleles. 



■ The c hancellor autlicjrized a lejaii to a 
football studenl-atlilete nol generally avail- 
able to all sliielc nis 

■ Fwo student-athletes were permuted 
to compete during Iheir initial years of 
eligibility even though neither qualified 
under NCAA initial-eligibility legislalion. 

■ I he committee found a total lack of 
institutional control as evidenced by tlie 
above-mentioned Findings and the fad tliat 
during Ihe course of the investigation, il 
was found that several student athletes 
were permitted to practice and participate, 
even though the university had no higli- 
schejejl transcripts or NCAA -18 C c er- 
lif ic .ition forms on file to verify their initial 
eligibility. 

The commiltec determined that the case 
involved major violations. Finder Ihc le- 
ciuirements of Bylaw 19.4.2.2. Ilie c ommittee 
would tiave iiiiposc-d more .severe penallies 
had the university nol exhibited a commit- 
ment to corrective action. Amongihe actions 
taken bylhe university was establisliiiieiil ol 
Ihe position of director e>f alhle lics with no 
coaching lesponsihililies, reorganizaticjn 
of clevc-Iopmenl-fund procedures lo provide 
more adequate ejversight of the distribution 
of discretionary funds, and significant le-- 
c-itganization of tire admissions and fi- 
nancial aid c->fFices in order to monitor llie 
enrcjllmenl of student-athletes .ind Ihe 
awarding of financial aid- Fhe committee 
also acknowledged the cooperation of the 
univeisily tliiring the investigation c>f Ibis 
case. 

In summary, the coiiiinitlee's penalties 
sel forth in Part III of this report are:

The scope and nature of the violations in 
this case clearly deinonsltate a complete 
lack of institutional control of the institu 
lion's athletics program This included 
failing to liavc in place informed adminis- 



trators who were knowledgeable of NCAA 
legislation, failure to maintain appiopriate 
I (,( otiis with regard to initial and continuing 
eligibility and the inappiopriate use of 
university funds by the chancellor, which 
resulted in extia benefits for enrolled slu 
deni-alhleies 

III. Committee on Infractions penalties 

For the reasons set forth in l^il 1 o( (liis 
repoii, the (Jommittee on Infractions found 
that this case involved several major viola- 
tions of NCAA legislation that occurred 
after September 1, 1985. NCAA Bylaw 
19.4.22, as adopted by the Association's 
membership, requires prescribed minimum 
penalties, subject to exceptions authorized 
by the Committee on Infractions in "unique 
cases on the Ijasis of specifically stated 
reasons," that include: (a) a two-year proba 
tionary period (including a penodic, in- 
person monitoring system and written insti 
tutional report.s); (b) the elimination of all 
expense-paid recruiting visits to the institu- 
tion in tlie involved spoil for one recruiting 
year; (c) a requirement that all coaching 
stall members in the spoit be prohibited 
from engaging in any ofT-campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting year; (d) a 
requirement that all institutional staff 
members determined by the Committee on 
Inlraclions knowingly to have engaged in 
orcrmdoiied a major violation be subjectei- 
ther to teniiination of employmenl, suspen- 
sion without pay for at least one year or 
reassignment c^f duties within the institution 
to a position that does not include contact 
with prospective or enrolled student athletes 
or representatives of the institution's athlei 
ics interests for ai least one year; (e) one 
year of sanctions precluding postseason 
competition in the sport; (f) one year of 



sanctions pr ecluding television appe.tiaiu es 
in the sport, and(g) institutional recertif ica 
tion that the i urrciil athletics policies and 
practices confoitn to all requireme-nls of 
NCAA regulations. 

1 he ( lommittee on Infractions deter 
mined that this case was a unique case in 
whicti the institution should receive less 
than ilie lull set of mmmujin penalties 
otherwise recjuired by NC^AA legisla(ic>n_ 
The fa< tors considered included the coop- 
eration in the processing of the case and 
initiation of corrective actions (including 
the establishment of administrative proce- 
dures designed to ensure that the institution 
will comply with the principles of institu 
tional ccjnirol and rules compliance in the 
fiiiiire)- 

A. The university shall be publicly repri 
manded and censured and placed c>n pro- 
bation for a pcnod of thiee yeais f rom the 
date these penalties ate imposed, which 
shall be the date tlie 15 day appeal peiiod 
expires or the date the institution notifies 
the executive director that it will not appeal, 
whichever is earlier, or the date established 
hy NCAA Council subcommittee action m 
the event of an appeal by the university to 
the Council. 

Winston Salem State University shall be 
subject to the provisions of NCAA Bylaw 
19.4.2.3 concerning repeal violators for a 
five-year period beginning on the effective 
date of the penalties in this case. 

B. During this period of probation, the 
institution shall: develop and implement a 
compiehensive educational program (e.g., 
seminars and testing) to instruct coaches, 
athletics department personnel and uni- 



versity administrators, including the chan- 
cellor, on NClAA legislaticui; submit a 
preliminary repoil by March 1 , 1 993, setting 
fonh a schedule for estaf3lishing this coiti- 
pliance and educational program, and file 
annual progress reports with the NC'AA en 
lorcenunt staff by July 1 of each year 
thereafter during the probationary period, 
with a particular emphasis on initial and 
continuing eligibility and the awarding of 
financial aid. 

C. The institution's football team shall 
end its \9\V.\ season with the playing ol iis 
last regularly scheduled, in season contest 
and shall not be eligible to participate in 
any postseason competition. If the university 
had not dropped the sport of wrestling, the 
committee would have recjuiied this same 
postseason sanction to apply to wrestling. 

D. I he institution's standing in the 1990 
and 1991 NC AA Division II Wrestling Cham 
pionships shall be deleted from the records. 
In addition, the individual points and stand 
ing of a student-athlete who competed 
while ineligible shall l>e stric ken from the 
records ofthe 1990 NCAA Division II Wrest- 
ling (_ ]hampionships_ The itnlividual records 
were not stricken in 1991 because the 
student atlilete had met NCAA ronlinuing- 
eligihiliiy standards and would have been 
eligible to compete in championship com- 
petition had Ihe institution followed appro 
priate initial-eligibility legislation during 
the student-athlelc's fust year of enrollment. 

E. The institution shall recertify that all 
ot its ciuTent athletics policies and practices 
conform to all requirements of N(7^ regula- 
tions. 



Should Wjnsion-Salem State University 
appeal either the f indings of violations or 
proposed penalties in this case to the NCAA 
(Council subcommittee of Division II 
members, the (lommillee on Infractions 
will svibiiiit an expanded infractions report 
to the members of the Council who will 
consider the appeal. This expanded repctrt 
will include additional inlormalion in ac- 
cordance with Bylaw 32.8.5. A copy of the 
< cjmmiitee's report would l)e provided to 
the institution before the instilulion's ap- 
pearance helorr the CcMUicil subt cmirniitee 
and, as required by Bylaw 31?. 8.6, would he 
rekaserl lo the public. 

The Committee on Infractions wishes to 
ailvise the institution that wlien the penalties 
in this ( ase become elTective, the institution 
should take every precaution to ensure that 
then terms are obseiver.l. I he committee 
intends to monitor the penalties during 
their effective peiiods, and any action 
tontiat y to tlie teiins of any ofthe penalties 
shall be consideied grouitds for extending 
the institution's prot)ationary period, as 
well as to consider imposing more severe 
sanctions in this i ase. 

Should any portion of any ofthe penalties 
in ihis case be set <iside for any reason other 
than by appropriate action of the Associa 
tion, the penalties shall be t econsideied l>y 
the (Committee on Infrai tions. Should any 
actions by Nf^AA Conveniions rfiiectly or 
indirectly modify any provision of these 
penalties or the effect of the penalties, the 
committee reserves the right to review and 
reconsider the penalties.

Use of logos on uniforms 

NCAA institutions should iiolf that in accordance with 
Bylaw 12.3.4 (1)), a siudeiil-alhleie may wear athletics 
apparel that bears llie irademark. or logo of an apparel 
manufacturer or distributor in athletics competition, 
provided that in the ( ase of the student athlete's institution's 
official uniform and all other items of apparel (e.g., socks, 
head liands, T-shiils, wrist bands, visors or hats, swim caps 
and towels), the clothing bears only a single manufacturer's 
or distiibulor's normal label or trademark, not to exceed a 
I'/i-inch square in size. 

During its December 3, 1 992, telephone conference, the 
Inierpreiations Committee detennincd that a single man- 
iifaclurer's or distributor's normal label or trademark (not 
to ext eed a I 'A-inch square in size) may appear on both the 
playing shoils and playing shirt of a student-athlete's 
uriiforin. 

Bylaw 14.6.6-(a) 

"4-2-4" college transfers — one-calendar-year 
requirement 

NCAA Divisions I and II inslitutir)ns should note that in 
accordance with Bylaw 14.fi.6-(a), a stuclent who transfers 
from a lour year college to a two-year college and then to 
the ceilifying institution must complete one calendar year 
of residence at the certifying institution, unless the student 
has completed a iiiiniinum of 24 semester or 36 quarter 



hours at the two-year college after transfer from the four- 
year college most recently attended, one calendar year has 
elapsed since the transfer from thai four year college and 
the student has graduated from the two-year college. 
Further, for su( h a student who first enrolled as a regular 
student in a two-year college after January 10, 1990, the 24 
semester or 36 cjuarter hours must l)e transferable degree 
credit to the ceitifyirig inslilulion with a cumulative 
minimum grade-point average of 2.000 (4.000 scale). 

During its November.^), 1992, telephone conference, the 
Interfjretations Committee determined that the recjuire- 
meiil set forth in liylaw l4.6.6-(a) (i.e., one-calendar year 
must have elapsed since the student athlete's trarrsfcrfrom 
the first rwo-year college) begiris with the stuclent's depar- 
ture from the first four-year college (as opposed to the 
student's actual transfer to the iwo-year college). 

Bylaw 13.7.5.8 

Prospect or student host paying 

for entertainment during official visit 

NCAA institutions should note that in accordance with 
Bylaw 1 3.7. .3.8, it is penirissible to provide a prospect on art 
official visit a $20-per-day allowance to be used for 
entertainment. If a boat, snowmobile, recreational vehicle 
or similar recreational equipment (includittg those pro- 
vided by an iristitutir)nal staff member or a representative 
of the iiistitiition's athletics interests) is used to entertain a 
prospect or the prospect's parents or legal guardians, the 
normal retail cost of the use of such erjuipment shall be 
asses.sed against the $20-pcr-day entertainment figure, 
fuither, if such normal retail cost exceeds the $2()-per-day 



entertainment allowance, such entertainment may nor be 
provided. 

During its May 21, 1992, telephone conference, the 
Interpretations Comnrittee determined that an institution 
may provide a student host a maximurir of $40 cntertain- 
tncril allowance to cover the total amount of the entcrtaiir- 
iiient for both days of ihe olYicial visit. It is permissible for 
the ( ost of entertainment (e.g., theater, use of recreational 
ec]uiprrrent) IC) exceed $20 ditring a given day, provided the 
total cost of entertainment provided to the prospect does 
not exceed $40; however, it is not permissible for the 
prospect to pay the cost of any entertainment arranged by 
the institution. 

Finally, (lur ing its November 19, 1992, telephone confcr- 
crue, the Interpretations Committee indicated that a 
prospecl (or the prospect's parents or legal guardians) may 
pay for the ( osl of any entertainment incurred by the 
prospec l (or the prospect's parents or legal guardians) 
during an off icial visit, provided such entertainment is not 
arranged by the institution.

become available in crowded cen- 
ters dial are open to all students. 

"Our approach is to have ihe 
student athlete be a student at the 
university," said Ferna Phillips, 
asscn iate director of the office of 
learning resources for student 
athletes at Boston College arid 
president of the National Associa 
tion of A( ademic Advisors for Ath 
lelics. "We provide the academic 
advisers, morritoring, tutorial ser- 
vices, career advising and so on. 1 
want to make sure that we have a 
well-rounded approach." 

Phillips said lhal participation 
in intercollegiate athletics is de- 
iTiaiidirig from more thari the phy- 
sic al |)erspeclive. "There are more 
expc-c lalions of student athletes," 
she- said. " They ar e a special pop- 
ulation. A student athlete has prac- 
lice, treatment, classes, studying — 
time constraints ric)t looked upon 
by a 'r egular' studenl." 

Phillips said that while there 
may be institutions at which the 
main pur[}c}se is keeping student 
athletes eligible, the perception is, 
for the most part, just that. 

" There probably are scjme 
schools (using centers) to keep 
sluderil athletes eligible," she said, 
"but most pr ograms thai have been 
( r c-aled are nc3t eligibility br okers." 

Clemsori University's Bill D'An- 
dr ea agrees. He said his institution 
has made a major ccjmniitmeni to 
the ac ademic and personal growth 
of ils sludem-athletes with the open- 
ing of Vickery Hall, a two-story, 
27,()()0-sc]uaie fool ac ademic ad- 
vising facility for sludenl-athlctcs. 
Vic kery Hall cost $3 million and 
opened irr June- 1990. 

"We're Hying to get (stiident- 
alhletes) to see that the whcjle 
picliite is basically the same as 
being a successful athlete," said 
D'Andrea, Clemson's director oi 
student athlete ernichment pro- 
grams. "Certainly, our program is 
not intended to teach die snapshot 



picture of life. Our philosophy 
here is one of concern and c arc 
for the student-athlete, arid having 
the fac ility has (conveyed) to the 
stirdenl-athletes that this is a com 
miiment to ihem." 

Student athletes at Clemson 
have six full-time advisers at their 
disposal. They also experience 
weekly enrichment seminar s cov- 
ering topics ranging fr om nutrition 
to sexually transmitted diseases to 
career opportunities to the history 
of the university. 

Mandatory attendance at study 
hall .sessions at Vickery Hall is 
recjuired for freshman student 
athletes and for those whose 
grade point averages are belcjw 
2.000 (4.000 scale). Some Clemson 
coaches have required a higher 
minimum CPA than a 2.000, D'An- 
drea said. 

Many .student-athletes continue 
lo use the facility even after it is ncjt 
required, D'Andrea said. 

"We don't always want tcj tell 
student athletes where ihey have 
lo he all of the time or what they 
have to do," he said. "Our idea is tcj 
gel ihem out there on their cjwn 
and let them make their own deci 
sioris." 

Janice McMannis, learning spe- 
cialist in the academic support 
sei-v'ic e for student athletes at the 
LIrriversity cjf Pittsburgh, said she 
is aware of distinguishing between 
centers designed to assist student- 
athletes arrd those with other goals 
in mind. 

"It's a very fine line," McMannis 
said. "My rriain interest is the stu- 



cleril-atliletes getting through the 
classes they're taking and getting 
(them) a degree. Eligibility is more 
up to the coaches. I think any 
student admitted to a university 
deserves the academic support that 
he or she needs." 

Phillips admits that burying the 
cjld perception is difficult. 

"As far as student-athletes are 
concerned, people hold onto ste- 
reotypes that are 30 years old," 
Phillips said. "I hear faculty say 
things about student-athletes thai 
I heard in the '70s. I say, 'Wait a 
minute. This is 1993."' 

On many campuses, student 
athlete advising and learning cjf 
fices repoit lo the student-affairs 
ofTice or another academic wing 
of the institution. On others, they 
report to the athletics department. 

"Our advising is directly coitc 
laled to fac ulty advising," D'Andrea 
said. "F.ac h one of our student- 
athletes has a full-time faculty ad- 
viser" 

P.layrie M. Donahue, director of 
academic counseling for inteicol 
Icgiate athletics at the IJniversily 
of Miriiiesola, Twin Cities, said the 
advantage of having student-ath- 
lete advising c erriers r eport to the 
academic side of the institution is 
that il helps reduce the perception 
of those offices being satellites of 
ihe allilelic s department. 

"The No. 1 reason is that it is an 
obvious indication thai this is really 
a pari of the iinivc'rsily,' Donahue 
said. "li s less like a replic alion of 
ihe athletics dejiartmenl.""

tive credit (see Bylaw 14.5.5.9). 

Kingston said the Academic Re 
cjuirements (lortimitlee wants a 
form that will strengthen consis- 
tency ill the oversight of student 
athlete academic progress by var- 
icjus institutional personnel. 

"I think the commillee is looking 
for a systematic way lo ensure that 
whoever is doing the certificaticjrr 
will lake into account the com- 
plexities the new legislation re 
cjuires with respect to banking," he 
said.
